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FOREWORD 


ROM the time when the idea of a National Foundation for 
Educational Research was first mooted it was realized that one 
essential service which such a body might do would be to prepare and 
issue a complete catalogue of theses on educational topics which had 
been accepted for higher degrees by British and Irish Universities. 
That a vast amount of careful labour would be involved no one 
doubted, and the size and arrarfgement o? the present compilation 
affords sufficient evidence that the surmise was true. 

Happily Mrs. A. M. Blackwell, herself an M.A. of the University 
of London, qmite independently of the Foundation, had been 
collecting material, some of which has appeared from time to time 
in the British Journal of Educational Psychology. Asked by the 
Foundation to compile a complete record she readily consented, 
and much patient and careful labour on her part has enabled the 
Foundation to make available the much-needed catalogue. She 
would be the first to wish to recognize the great help and support 
she has received in the work from colleagues at King’s College, 
London. 

Particular care has been taken with the arrangement of the items 
and’it is hoped that those who use the volume will find it convenient 
and easy for reference. There is a very full index. Also very 
valuable is the recording of the conditions under which theses are 
made available by the various Universities for consultation. That 
there must be careful safeguards in this matter is obvious enough, 
but they do not appear to be such as to offer insurmountable 
impediments to the genuine student. 7 

It would be vain to expect that in a work of such rangd and 
covering so much detail no errors or omissions would occur. Both 
‘Mrs. Blackwell and the Director of the Foundation would be glad 
to be informed of any such that may be detected, so that corrections 
may be made in due course. 

The establishment of University Institutes of Education having 
facilities for the promotion of special studies sets a new problem of 
efficient and economical co-operation. On the one hand waste 
and duplication of effort must be avoided on the other hand 
students in any particular field will be helped if they can. know 
what work has already been done within that range. The securing 
of these desirable ends does seem to call for close co-operation both 
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among the Institutes themselves and between the Institutes generally 
and the National Foundation. The work of compilatioh that 
Mrs. Blackwell has done provides an instrument that is quite 
indispensable for such purposes. 

It will be seen that the record goes back as far as 1918, the year 
in which the First World War ended. Though it is not likely that 
very much of importance appearing before that date has been 
missed, the Foundation would be glad to be informed of any 
important theses of an earlier date. 

The substantial initial task having now been achieved the 
Foundation plans to keep the record up to date by issuing supple- 
mentary lists from time to time, ‘together with corrections of any 
errors or omissions that have been detected.

AVAILABILITY OF THESES 


1. ABERDEEN 

Anyone wishing to borrow a thesis must deposit the sum of £5 
with the Librarian ; this is repayable when the thesis is returned. 
In the case of an unpublished thesis it is customary to obtain the 
consent of the author to his material being used. 


2. St. ANDREWS 

Theses cannot be borrowed by private individuals, but may be 
consulted in the University library by consent of the head of 
the department concerned. Theses may be borrowed through 
the library of another University, with the consent of the head of 
the department concerned, and must be consulted in the library 
which borrows the thesis. Theses borrowed by another University 
library are normally required to be returned within one month 
of the date of borrowing.
